Because of his illicit operation, he shows no income and 
counsel is appointed for him by the court. ■ -

The first quarterly installment for 1979 is due from those 
who are paying their federal income taxes without 
withholding.

The first installment of estimated 1979 taxes are due , 
from calendar year corporations.

As you may know, blood pressure is measured in two 

'components: systolic and diastolic pressure. When your 

doctor tells you that your blood pressure is 120 over 80 mm 

Hg. He is referring to your systolic and diastolic blood 

pressure respectively. 

Simply stated, systolic pressure reveals the maximum 
prexure; when the heartbeat is pumping blood through the 
arteries. Diastolic pressure indicates the minimum 
pressure: when the heart is between beats. 

The cause of hypertension in most people is unknown, .lu 
about "10% of cases, however, a separate underlying 
disorder can be identified as the cause; In these instances 
hypertension is referred to as "secondary" whereas 
hypertension of unknown cause is called "primary" or 
"essential." since the hypertension itself is the disorder., 
rather than the symptom of an underlying condition. 

You can have high blood pressure for years and not 
know it: in fact, that's the problem with this disease. There'' 
aren't any real warning signs until the disease has 
progressed to a more serious stage. Precisely because 
there are no irritating or distressing symptoms, many 
people with high blood pressure are often lax about 
following their doctor's advice to lose weight, reduce their 
salt intake, or even take their medication on schedule. 

If you have hypertension, your doctor will determine if 
your, condition requires drug therapy. He will also 
recommend other measures to help lower your blood 
pressure. Such as reducing safr intake, losing weight, or to 
stop smoking. 

In general, people who are overweight are more prone to 
hypertension than those of average weight. 

Salt acts by a variety of mechanisms to elevate blood 
pressure. One of these is fluid retention. This results in 
higher pressure in the arteries. 

To date little is known about the effects of alcohol on the 
development of hypertension. Such snacks as licorice (in 
large amounts), however, can raise blood pressure and a 
number of medications including oral contraceptives can 
trigger an elevation in blood pressure. 

,lf weight reduction, exercise, sail restriction and other 
measures don't lower your blood pressure, your doctor 
may prescribe drugs. Among those often used are the 
following: 

1. Diuretics. By eliminating sodium: diuretics help to 
reduce the amount of salt and water 1n the body and the 
amount of fluid in the blood- 

2. " Reserpine. Melthytdopa < Aldomeu. Clomdine 
iCatapresK Propranolol (Inderel). 

These drugs prevent the blood vessels from con- 
stricting.
